4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the guide cart for an implement as recited in claims 1 , 15-16, which 
include a first strut disposed on a base section of a frame on which is disposed at least 
one wheel contacting a surface, wherein the first strut is rotatably mounted on the base 
section of the frame. The guide cart also includes a second strut, wherein for a 
mounting of the second strut on the frame at least two spaced-apart mounting points 
disposed on the second strut are provide, wherein the second strut is in the form of a 
locking strip having a plurality of notches at a longitudinal bottom side of the locking 
strip. This recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines 
over the prior art.
